The New Yoru Dairy Apveatisern of 
yesterday contains a translation of the official 
report of Colonel Awrowio Vasquez, the offi- 
cer who commanded the Sranisn garrison of 
the Fort at the bar of Tampico, assaulted by 
the Mexican troops on the 9th of September. 
The following extract, containing the whole of 
his narrative, may be found nbt uninteresting :— 
*« Yesterday the fort under my command conti- 
nued entirely inundated with water, in conse- 
quence of the terrible hurricane of the preceding 
day; and the tents, the munitions, and a great 
part of the palisades, were floating on the liquid 
I leave to your excellency’s keen pe- 
netration the task of depicting this misfortune, 
as I cannot find words to describe so lament- 
able a picture; every thing was horror, confusion, 
and dismay; and every thing was exposed to 
momentary destruction, except our arms, the 
only patrunony of my fidelity and honor. 
such an unfortunate state of things, I determin- 
ed to avoid all further loss, by abandoning the 
fort, whieh I did; taking refuge on a hill, about 
600 toises distant, where, in the midst of arms, 
and my valiant soldiers, I remained, exposed to 
the rain and the tempest, until 12 o'clock, when 
the storm subsided a little. 
my post, and applied myself exclusively to re- 
pairing damages, part icularly of the ammunition, 
which had suffered least from the water; order 
ing that the artillery and muskets should be put 
in a disposable condition. 
occupied us till nightfall; and fires having been 
made to dry the soldiers, our unpleasant and 
painful situation was somewhat mitigated; when, 
at half past eight at might, an officer from the 
Mexicen troops presented himself in our eamp, 
and I went out to receive him.

An indistinguishable fire 
was kept up by both parties; and the assailants 
and the defenders crossed their bayonets, and 
endeavoured to unfix and pull them from each 
other; while the artillery, obliged te economize 
their ammunition, fired to advantage, and with 
commendable certainty. 1 assisted at every 
point, with my voice and presence, placing men 
wherever 1 thought it necessary, exhorting the 
officers to the last. Soon after the commence- 
ment of the action, | was severely wounded; but 
being sensible not only of its serious nature, but 
of the effects if I should withdraw, I concealed 
my woand as well as I could, and continued for 
twe hours in directing the battle, and in afford- 
ing pagsonal assistance at the points most expos- 
ed to danger. My copices loss of blood by my 
wound, the debility which ensued, my exertion 
in giving orders, weariness, and the weak- 
mess caused by a late fever, this compii- 
cation of ficulties totally prostrated my 
strength for a considerable time.

In this state of things, 
the morning of this day dawned; and in spite of 
my own weakness, and the loss of about one 
half of our number, I ordered 40 men to make a 
sally, and charge with the bayonet, which was 
performed with enthusiasm and resolution, fol- 
lowing with much speed the precipitate flight of 
the Mexicans, to the distance of a musket shot 
from my position. Two colum#s of iafantry 
presented themselves to receive them, each with 
400 cavalry; on which the pariy returned to the 
fort, and the artillery fired twice upon them, 
with grape, which threw them into disorder, 
and hastened the flight of the columns, which 
then left the field to the Spaniards, scattered 
with corpses. The enemy have lost 150 killed, 

and about 250 wounded; and my troops 56 of 
the former, and 86 of the latter—on both ailes 
being included a proportionate number of chiefs 
and officers. The action being terminated, } 
gave orders to collect all the wounded. The 
want of a surgeon and medicines, with the want 
of accommodations, and the humidity of the 
fort, obliged me, in regard to humanity, to so- 
licit the Mexican General, Teran, to send for 

his wounded men and my own at the same time,
